The main body has been forced back on
Metz and brought to a stand by the first and
second German armies, under Prince Frede-
rick Charles and General Steinmetz, The
road is now open to Chalons for the Crown
Prince, who bas only General Trochu and
some fragments of Marshal MacMahon's corps
to encounter on the way, The decisive
event impends.

The Battle of Woerth—Edmond About's Expe-
rienoe.

Panirs, Thursday, Aug. 18, —Edmond Abont
describes the scenes after the battle of Woerth,
as follows: —

“One gees solid regiments, who proudly re-
treat, while a few bad soldiers, disbanded, lost,
demoralized, and dlsarmed, throw themselves
desperately into each by-path, I arrived just
in time to stop three wretched Tarcos,
mounted on artillery horses, as they
were entering an  old quarry with the
hope of making a short cut from the field.
Our artillery must have been roughly used, so
mwany calssons pass along the road without guns.
But here comes one or Lwo regiments of theline
(uite firm, tolerably complete in numbers, rifle
on shoulder and kpapsack on back. Behind
them Marsha! MacMahon, calmn, dignified, al-
most emiling, and fresh as a rose. Isalute him
as he passes. He responds without noticing
me. One of his aids, M. d'Alzac, numes me.
Then the old hero stops, and tells me quite
simply the story of his defeat thus;—1 had
ounly 95,000 men, and I found 150,000 in front of
me. We have given way before numbers. They
have killed or wounded about 5000 men. Buit
we shall have our revenge. Explain this to the
public. But where are you golng in that direc-
tion?” ‘To Saverpe,’ I reply.§'You will be cap-
tured. The Prussians will be there 1o two hours,’
says the General, ‘I have my wite and children
there,' I answer, ‘God preserve you. Do not
fail to say that the morale of the troops is ex-
cellent.” We shake hands.

“] exchange a few pleasant words with M,
d'Alzac, and I search vainly in the rauks of the
staff as it moves on for the laughing and Kindly
face of M. de Vogue, officer of ordnance. This
fine young man, full of promice, was Killed by
u bullet through the forehead, and General Col-
son with a bullet through the heart. Both
of them were struck down by the
side of the Marshal, who was reckless
of his life. Last comes a regiment
of Turcos, the most complete and flnest ot the
three. ‘These fellows have not thrown away
their knapsacks nor their arms. One of the
first comes out of the ranks and clasps me
around the neck. It is Albert Dury, a fellow-
journalist, and the excellent fellow begins by
telling me: 'l Lave been to your house; it is
empty. All your people are safe but you. I as
you see¢, am firm asa post, Oh, my poor friends!
What a disaster] We will repair it, though.” He
runs off and disappears in the motley crowd of
his comrades. A little further on i saw a civi-
lian dressed In a short coat of grey velvet, who
marches llke an officer between two companles
of the line. It is M. Guildran, the artist of the
[ustration, an old friend of the day before yes-
terday. He earries his portefolio acrost his
back, and to-morrow morning at FPlazburg he
will, no doubt, make a sketch of this shameful
retreat.

THE SECRET TREATY.

Riemarck on the secret treaty, read in the Eng-
lish Hounse of Lords by Earl Granville:—

BErvLN, July 25, 1870, —From Connt Bismarck to
Count Bernstoril :—Your Excellency will be wl
enough to communicate the following to Lord Gran-
ville:—The document published by the Tines con-
taing one of the proposals which have besn made th
us fince the Danlsh war by oficial and unotoial
French agents, with the object of establishing an
alllanee between Prassia and France for their mu-
taal aggrandizemont. T will send the text of an
offer made In 1546, according to which France
proposed  te sl Prossin with 800,000 men
agninst Austrin, and o permit  Prussia's
aggrandizement Ly six or elght millions of subjects
in return for the cession to France of the district
between the Eline and the Moselle. The lmpossi-
hility of agrecing to this course was olear all
except French diplomatists,.  On this proposition
being rejected, the French Government began o
cilenlate upon our defeat.  France hus not ceased
to tempt us with offers to be carried out at the
cost of Germany snd Belginm. In the jnte-
rests of peace ] Kept them secret.

A MURDERER'S CONFESSION.

A Frightfo! Tale of Depravity aod Crime—~The
“Favorlte Isiand” Herror.

Young Beck, the murderer of Mr, and Mrs.

| Goode, and who was lynched by o mob in Ten-

neseee lately, mnde in writing o coofession
which is published in the Memphis Lo/jor of the
15th inst. We ynote from the document: —

MIt. GOODE'S MURDER.

On the 10th of May I killed Mr. Goode and
Mrs. Goode. [ killed them direetly after din-
ner, between 1 and 2. o'clock in the alternoon.
I was In the babit of hunting for an hour or so
after dinner every day, bnt that dav I took the
gun to the corn-crib, and when the old man
came after the bridles I ehot him: he was look-
ing up at me aod lnughing as 1 pulled the trig-
ser, but enid nothing—never spoke—he fell
dead. 1 got down out of the loft and put my
hand in his right pocket, and got £5 and some
odd centes. .

MItS, GOODE'S FATE,

Ileft the gum at the crib with one barrel
loaded, and went immedintely to the house; Mrs.
Goode was eiltiog down by the fire in her own
room, smoking, when I went in; I told her one
of the cattle was in a hole and Mr.Goode wanted
her to come and help get it out; 1 took an axe
along and walked behind her into the woods on
the path; I then struek her on the head with
the axe and dragged her to one side of the path;
when I took hold of her body Lo drag it away

| one of her slippers fell off; afterwards at a short

digtance ithe other came off; I did not move
them; I think I dragged her ten or twelve feet;
I it ber on the side of the head.

and never gpuke nor drew a breath after, though
1 did not notice much; I dragged her on her
back by her feet: I did not disturb her remains;
she made no noise atall, and mistrusted nothing;

| she thought a great deal of me, and 1 was sorry

directly 1 done it; I bad nothing against her; 1

hated to kill her in the house, and got her out-

side because I thought I would have a chance to

do it behind her back and not look at her.
SUMMING UP HIS LIFE,

I did everything by myself; had no accom-
plices, and vever belonged to any secret organi-
zation, mor to any band of horse-thieves, or
anything else, My only hope was to get away.
11 T stood trial I thought it would not be a hang-
ing matter, because no one was on the island to
see me commit the murder. I joined the North
Methodist Church once; 1 thought 1 had reli-

fon: they gave me sixjweeks trial before bein
ﬁaptized; [ did not remain a member long. %
do not expect any mercy here, but I think I
have a hope of it hereafter; I have no message
to send to any of my family relations: I asked
my brother’s pardon before leaving, because |
knew [ would have to die when I came here; 1

| consider the sentence passed upon me s just,

and that the proceedings bave been conducted
in a justifiable aod fair way; I do not wish to
pray pow; I prayved frequently for forgiveness
while I was in jail. I never confessed anythin
to my kinsfolks about the murder; they accused
me of it, but I never told them whether T did it
or no. [ want vou to write them how 1 died,
and tell them to take warning by me.
HOIES OF BALVATION.

Tell my father I advise him to meet me in
heaven. I think 1 am saved—ready Lo die, and
my way is clear. Tell all my friends 1 think I
shall get there, and write to Matt McKey,
